sides and saluted. -The king was re- 
celved by the governor and tho nav- 
al and military staffs, while royal sa- 
lutes were fired. 
A procession was 


formed and the king drove through 
tho streets, which were lined with 
soldiers, to the neutral ground, and 
on returning went to the government 
house. 
King Edward attended a 
state banquet tonight given by Sir 
Coerce Stuart White, tho governor 
of Gibraltar.
